FOREWORD  BY  PRESIDENT 
Two  Factions — Will  the  attitude  of  the  officers  of  our 
Society  injure  the  attendance  at  the  Charlotte  meeting? 

Quite  naturally  factions  develop  in  every  healthy  organiza- 
tion and  should  not  be  discouraged  as  long  as  they  are  guided 
by  fair  play.

"Why  and  how  to  fill  root  canals'' 

By  Arthur  B.  Crane.  D.  D.  S.  Washington,  D.  C. 

SYNOPSIS:  Nature  has  so  constructed  the  tooth  root  that  there  can  be  no 
transmission  of  infection  except  by  way  of  the  apical  foramina  or! 
abnormal  openings  and  has  provided  the  periapical  tissues  with 
defensive  mechanism  which  makes  root-canal  filling  feasible  in  many 
cases.  Dead  dentine  is  not  a  menace  to  the  organism.  The  manage- 
ment of  each  tooth  should  be  decided  only  after  the  most  careful 
diagnosis. 

The  radiogram  indicates  certain  periapical  tissue  changes  which  may 
be  classified  but  clinical   tests  are  equally  valuable. 

The  inoccuousness  of  the  pulpless  tooth  is  pre-eminently  dependent 
upon  the  closure  of  the  apical  foramina.  With  proper  management 
such  a  result  is  often  possible.  The  over-filled  canal  defeats  its  own 
purpose.  By  practicable  methods  the  extent  of  the  canal-filling  can 
be   pre-determined.

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An  Article  Of  Interest

In  the  last  issue  of  the  Bulletin,  there  was  an  article  by  Dr. 
i.I.  R.  Self.  President-Elect  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society 
-setting    forth    his    reasons    for    favoring    the    proposed    amend- 
:  ment  to  the  Constitution  and   By-Laws   that   defines   member- 
ship in  the  North  Carolina  Denal  Society. 

I   grant   you    that    the    ideal    condition    would    be    for   every 
member  of  any  subordinate  society  to  also  be  a  member  of  the 
State  Society  and  thus  a  member  of  the  American  Dental  As- 
sociation.    Not  only  be  a  member  but  attend  its  meetings  and 
take  part  in  its  proceedings.      To  my   mind   it  seems  that  it  is 
quite  a    little   jump    from    graduation    to   membership   in    these 
higher  bodies.      One  only  has  to  look  at  the  programs  that  are 
s  being  put  on  in  each  district  to  realize  that  a  great  deal  is  being 
?donc  for  Dentistry  and  for  the  individual  dentist.      Why  then 
'deprive  men  of  this  opportunity   to  help  themselves  and   their 
professions    who    can    not    see    their    way    clear    to    joining    the 
higher   bodies.      Isn't   it    reasonable   to   suppose   that   if   a   man 
'interests  himself  in  the  District  Society  that  he  will  eventually 
want  to  join  the  State  Society  .J    If  he  never  joins  any  other  So- 
ciety the  District  Society  has  fulfilled  at  least  a  greater  part  of  its 
mission.      That  these  non-members  have  a  part  in  the  election 
-of   delegates    is    a    negligible    matter.       I    do    not    recall    and    I 
dare  say   no  one  else  can.   of  any   delegate   who   has  ever  been 
r nominated   or  elected   by   any   such   votes   as   a   delegate   to   the 
State    Society.       Certainly    not    in    the    First    District.       What 
is  there  to  gain.5      Absolutely   not   a   member.      What   is   there 
to   lose?

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Dangerous  Dentistry

The  dentist  could  truthfully  say  to  the  patient  what  tin 
parent  often  says  to  the  child.  "This  hurts  me  more  than 
does  you."  Actually  dentistry  is  harder  on  the  dentist  thar 
on  the  patient.  Dentistry  really  is  dangeous  to  the  dentisl 
while  it  usually  is  not  dangerous  to  the  patient. 

The  profession  of  dentistry  is  said  to  be  the  most  hazardou; 
of  all  professions  unless  one  considers  experimentation  with 
high  explosives  a  profession.  The  claim  is  made  that  dentist? 
are  shorter  lived  than  men  of  other  professions. 

Physicians,  lawyers  and  ministers  live  longer  than  dentists 
Why?  Fundamentally  because  the  dentist  is  so  placed  that  \ 
good  part  of  the  time  he  doesn't  breathe  what  could  be  callec 
strictly  pure  oxygen.  And  the  posture  of  the  dentist  while  hi 
is  at  work  is  not  conductive  to  health.  All  day  long  he  is  or 
his  feet,  and  most  of  the  time  bending  forward.  And  whih 
he  is  bending  forward  he  is  peering  into  the  mouths  of  all  sort:' 
of  persons  afflicted  with  all  sorts  of  ailments  and  inhaling  their 
breaths. 

And  that  isn't  the  worst  of  it.  During  the  time  the  dentis 
is  grinding  away  on  a  deteriorating  tooth  with  his  tiny  instru 
ment  of  torture,  the  air  is  filled  with  invisible  particles  o: 
decayed  tissue  which  get  into  the  dentist's  air  passages.  In 
fection  of  the  nose  and  throat  and  of  the  sinuses,  and  often  o: 
the  lungs  themselves,  constantly  menaces  the  dentist;  and  ever 
though  he  contracts  no  specific  disease  his  system  is  being  mon 
or  less  incessantly  poisoned,  his  general  health  undermined.
